Claims 16-22 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowability 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in combination with 
other limitations recited in the claims, the primary reason for the allowance is the including the 
following inventive features of an electric machine and method for cooling the like, wherein the 
machine comprising: a housing, a laminated rotor core and a laminate stator core, wherein at 
least one member selected from the group consisting of the laminated stator core and the 
laminated rotor core has an axial cooling channel, wherein at least one of the end winding areas 
accommodates an open-ended cooling channel protrusion fluidly extending the cooling channel 
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of the member in axial prolongation for allowing a discharge of coolant in axial direction from 
the housing to the outside. 

Comparing to the prior-art of the record, the Koyama et al (JP357049344A) discloses a 
stator core having axial cooling channel, but it is an closed-ended channel and cooling fluid exits 
in radial direction. The Nakamura et al (EP000581966A1) discloses a stator core having axial 
cooling channel, even though it is an opened-ended channel, at portion 34a) but the cooling fluid 
being discharge in radial direction form the housing to the outside. 

Thus, none of the prior art references of the record, either stand-alone or in combination, 
has taught or suggest the above-mentioned features in combination with other limitations recited 
in the claims.
